The fifteen per cent duty that 
placed paper-bound books and 
cloth bound books, sufficient protec- 
tion for the American the duty 
charged the bound book the 
wholesale selling price abroad. If, for 
instance, book were sell Eng- 
land for $1.50 the wholesale price 
considered $1. The importer would 
therefore pay duty and about 
carrying charge, total 23c, which 
often much the book costs 
print and bind.

Printed Sheets 


Fifteen per cent also enough for 
printed sheets and books partly manu- 
factured, folded, folded and gathered 
sewed.
